GENERAL UPRISING RUMORED. 


Last American Troops in United States 
Being Rushed to Aid Funston. 


Washington, 
May 
10.—Virtually 
the 
last American troops 
in 
the 
United 
States were being mobilized today for 
Mexican border service. 
With the na- 
tional guard of three states, they were 
imder orders to hasten to reinforce Gen. 
Funston's army. 
The total of between 
nine and ten 
thousand 
men 
included 
eleven companies of coast artillery or- 
dered out last night by Secretary Bak- 
er. 


The proposed military agreement be- 
tween tlie Carranza and American gov- 
ernments 
remained u n s i z e d 
and 
(ien. 
Obregon, Mexican war minister, after a 
three hour discussion with <4en Scott, 
last night, arranged 
for still 
another 
conference today. 


If the situation 
warrants, 
national 
guards of other states will be called out 
for border patrol duty, officials declared. 
Secretary Baker stated, however, 
that 
no further mobilization orders are con- 
templated 
immediately. 


Unofficial reports ivere received 
that 
Mexicans along the entire border 
had 
planned for today a concerted uprising. 
From Mazatlan 
on the west coast of 
Mexico, came word that the consul there 
had been warned by anonymous letters 
that the consulate would be blown up. 


Secretary Baker 
informed 
President 
Wilson today 
that the conference be- 
tween Gen. Scott and Gen. Obregon last 
night 
was not conclusive and that 
it 
would be continued today. 
He indicated 
that the outlook was more favorable for 
an agreement being reached. 
The exact 
points of difference were not revealed. 


Générai Scott has advised 
Secretary 
Baker that no formal counter proposals 
have been submitted by Gen. Obregon, 
but that Obregon 
arranged 
to submit 
a paper containing his view^s, today. Gen- 
eral Scott did not advise the department 
that counter proposla were under con- 
sideration.

Horrified by the crackle of flames and 
the shouts of neighbors who rushed past 
her as she lay upon her couch a helpless 
ijivalid, Mrs. Benjamin R. Stanbury, 73ti 
l^ast 
Wayne street, 
was 
completely 
prostrated'. Wlien neighbors burst in the 
door and carried her into the yard she 
lost consciousness, and is in a critical 
condition from shock. 
Tlie fire was con- 
ii'neJ to a trash pile in an'^djoining 
building, but the high wind carried the 
llarnes up to the window where the crip- 
pled woman lay, alone in the house, tm- 
able to summon aid. 


For nineteen years Mrs. Stanbury has 
been an invalid, and it has been nearly 
ten years since she had been under the 
open sky. 
Daily she sits at her window, 
and the boys and women of the neigh- 
borhood run her errands and give her 
assistance while her husband and son 
are Avorking in the Pennsylvania shops, 
•lust at noon, Wednesday, the fire broke 
out in a trash box at the rear of the res- 
idence of Jlorris Meyer, but a few feet 
from the little bouse in which the in- 
valid woman lay. 
She was propped on 
pillows inside of the window where she 
had spent so many years. 
First there 
came a pufT of smoke, and then a thin 
gray 
cloud, and with it the odor of 
something burning. 
Tho invalid leaned 
out of the window as far as ber weak- 
ened condition would allow. 


Flames 
were 
crackling 
somewhere 
nearby. 
She screamed. 
Automobiles on 
the street were nois}^ and her cry went 
unheeded.

Paul C. Foster, secretary of the Mun- 
cie association, explained that the build- 
ing and furnishings represented an in- 
vestment of $220,000 and the site on 
which the building is situated $30,000, 
making 
a total of 
$250.000. 
Ball 
brothers, of the 
Ball 
Brothers' 
Glass 
Manufacturing company, donated $15 5,- 
000 of this amount and the remaining 
sum was secured by popular subscrip- 
tion. 


The Muncie building is four stories 
and basemenl. 
The opportunities of the 
Muncie building are better shown by a 
description by floors as follows: 


Basement—Dining room and kitchen, 
meals served to the public, billiard room 
with four tables, three bowling alleys, 
separate locker rooms and shower baths 
for business men, general membership, 
and boys; business 
men's rest 
room, 
swimming pool 20x60 feet with a ca- 
pacity of 50,000 gallons of water. 


First floor—Large lobby, music room, 
business men's club room, reading room, 
reference library, general offices, direc- derful e n e r ^ .

ing to order and presided as toastmas- 
ter. 


"Fort Wayne is to be congratulated 
upon having so many business men who 
are willing to leave their business and 
come to Muncie and inspect our build- 
ing,"' he -said. 
"It'moans a successful 
campaign and a successful association 
after the building is erected.

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The Industrial Outlook 
Sound. 


We have heard much of "shotgun prosperity" in connection 
•with the tremendous industrial revival which has seized firm hold 
tipon every section of the United States. 
Foes of the Wilson 
administration—particularly the high tariff advocates—have i 
peatedly emphasized the declaration that present prosperity can be 
but transitory ; that it is based wholly upon the fact that all Europe 
is paralyzed by war. They peer through dark glasses and predict 
that with the coming of peace will also come a collapse of the bvisi- 
ness boom in the United States and an industrial depression such as 
the country has seldom seen. 


But before we accept such conclusion, let us be fair enough to 


hear what the witnesses for the defense have to offer, and we should 
like to call a rather important one. He is none other than William 
C. Redfield, secretary of commerce, and himself a man of long 
business training and of extensive business interests before he was 
called to the place in the president's cabinet. 
Secretary Redfield 


has just written to W^illiam P .Malburn, assistant secretary ofthe 
treasury, a significant letter that contains much iilformaion as w^ell 
as considerable argument to support his contention that there will be 
no industrial depression in the United States at the end of thé 
European war. 


Mr. Redfield's statement that as a matter of fact the country's 
so-called "war business" does not exceed probably 5 per cent of ils 
total industrial activity will come as something of a surprise to most 
people, because they have gotten a largely magnified impression of 
the volume of "war business" we are doing, and a sadly minimized 
appreciation of the vastness of general activity in other industrial 
lines. Necessary readjustments after the war will be important and 
perhaps serious, Mr. Redfield says, but the relative importance of 
war business generally is overestimated. What he is seeking to make 
very clear is the fact that the so-called "war business" to which this 
country is now catering does.not in any degree approach the meas- 
ure of the revival of activity in the industries which are in no way 
contributing to or sharing in the business opened up by the demands 
,aeross the seas. It must be admitted, too, that Secretary Redfield 
is in position to speak with authority on this matt^er, and it is his 
job to know what he is talking about. 
It cannot be imagined, 
either, that a man of his standing and occupying so exalted a posi- 
tion would seek to distort facts as he finds them or attempt to draw 
from them unwarranted inferences. 
Secretary Redfield's utter- 
ances are not only highly important at this time, but they must be 
regarded as the conviction of one whose position invests his views 
with no little weight.^ -

CHlCAOa AHD THE DUVÉS. 


(Chicago Herald.) 


The movement of the outdoor clubs of 
Chicago for, the conservation 
of 
the 
dunes region or northern Indiana should 
appeal to the thoughtful citizens of that 
state, and no doubt will when properly 
presented to'them. In fact, it is fairly 
safe to say that Indiana would have 
acted on the question already were the 
dunes region not somewhat remote from 
the state's centers of population and 
more active civic thought. 


It is doubtful is the majority of the 
people of Indiana realize what an unus- 
ual region their state contains in the 
dunes countrj', both in respect to its 
flora and in it? practical exemption so 
far from -human interference with nat- 
ural conditions. 
The district along the 
lake shore from Gary eastward to Mich- 
igan City is about the most primitive 
bit of wilderness that still remains in 
the middle west so close to a great city 
and busy lines of traffic. 


That it has not long ago been occu- 
pied by settlers it owes to the sterility 
of its soil, its lack of anything even re- 
sembling a natural harbor for shipping, 
and its destitution of natural products 
of market value. Its timber is of little 
use in industry. 
About the only thing 
that men can get money for out of it 
is sand, useful chiefly for railway em- 
bankments and the like. 
^ 


However, the railways ought to be 
able to get plenty of "filling stuff" else- 
where and their convenience seems no 
good reason for permitting the destruc- 
tion of the most notable bit of wilder- 
ness left in Indiana and near Illinois. 
Among the things that posterity is en- 
titled to know is something of the kind 
of country that was contended with by 
the explorers and pioneers who won the 
west for civilization. As an illustration 
of history, if for no other reason, the 
dunes should be preserved.

TEAINING WITH THE TRACK STARS—HINTS FOR YOUNG ATHLETES 


ON RUNNING MILE RACE. 
i^wiiJib 


(By Harold Johnson.) 


Stamina and knowledge of pace are re- 
quired of mile runners. If you havespeed 
develop it, but always study your pace 
The average athlete going in for the mile 
Imagines he 
should 
dispense with 
all 
sprinting. 
This Is a fatal mistake, boys 
You should do a little sprinting and con- 
siderable quarter mile work to lengthen 
your stride. 
It Is also Important that 
you travel a snappy gait over the half 
mile. 
Thus 
you 
acquire 
speed 
stam.ina. 


The best method to follow In stepi^ng 


the half mile is to clock yourself about 
four seconds faster for the distance than 
you would run the fh-st half of the mile. 


Cultivate an easy gait. 
Endeavor to 
get as much distance in your stride as 
possible without exertion, 
letting 
your 
arms and legs work in harmony of action. 
The best results are obtained when the 
heart, lungs, legs, arms and body operate 
rhythmically and in unison. 
The scho- 
lastic athlete who masters these points 
has won half his race. 


When running the actual race step the 
first half mile- faster than you do the last 
half. In other words cut loose to the half 
mile, run the third quarter at a decreas- 
ing pace and finish as fast as possible. 


Study the form of the quartermiler. He 
>uns further up on the toe^ than the 
miler. 
His hip muscles are given greater 
pl»y. So, when you hit the three-quarter 
mark, get up on your toes and run like 
the 440-man. 
This change of pace re- 
quires lots of practice. 


After you have gone through your pre- 
liminary training and buckle down to the 
last six days' practice strive to follow a 
finishing program. ' On the first day run 
the mile, going through the first quarter 
at your best racing pace, then jog the 
remaining distance. 
Try a short sprint 
or two and a short jog. 


On the second day run 880 yards at 
fast clip and jog the last half of the mile. 
Three short sprints, a fast quarter-mile 
and, after a rest, a mile, covered at 
Jog, should suffice for the third day. 


Increase your distance the fourth day 
to a mile and a half workout. 
Run the 
first half ml'e at your best speed and Jog 
the rest of the route. 
Three sprints fol- 
lowed by a 60X)-yard run at a half mile 
racing clip and a jog will fill the bill the 
flftti day. 


This program should "prep" you for 
the race.

Holbert agreed this was true.

The 
boys who gather there—no longer boys nov.— 
will be thinking of tlie absent ones; of Eddie- 
Van Antwerp, who was killed in Juarez, Mex- 
ico; of Wilbur Samuels, who died by a native'c 
hand In the wilds of the Island of Jolo in the 
Philippines; of Judy WilUams, who disappeared 
in the Philippines while a member of Uncle 
gam's army. 


The boys will eat and be merrj'—as merry as 
the memory of departed years and friends will 
allow—and there %vill be speeches and songs an& 
story telling. 
And then, solemnly, when th® 
anniversary dinner has been disposed of in the 
way all good dinners should be disposed of, the 
celebrating members o: the original Thirteen 
will get themselves to a pool table and call for 
balls and kelly pool peas. 


A boy will bring them, and with much cere- 
mony Elmer Holbert will call the meeting to 
order.

They'll finish the game and go home. Some 
will return to the distant points whence they 
came for the anniversary celebration. Others 
will go on living the quiet life of Manhattan. 


The quaint celebration is of quainter origin. 
There's a deal of romance back of it. Romance 
of the kind that sends hot-blooded boys to war 
with a song or a Jest on their lips; of the kind 
that huria boys, turned men, at the mouths of 


"You boys go ahead end enlist," he said. "Yoi? 
leave your pool balls just the way they are now.

To the original thirteen their yearly celebra- 
tion is a sort of rituaL It brings back to them 
the stirring days of the Spanish-American war, 
when a dusty and very excited boy ran by with 
a copy of an extra. And some one stopped him 


"I couldn't tell you sooner, for I didn't know 
about it any sooner." 


"I promise I'll write to you as soon as we 
get there." 


The more eager dragged the more sentimental 


and seized it from him and read, streaming 
from the telephone eventually, and there was 


across the top of the page, that President Mc- 
Kinley wanted the men of the United States to 
volunteer to fight for their country 
against 
Spain. And then some one of the thirteen said: 


"We'll do it!" And the cry was taken up, 
and 


But why get ahead of the story? The story Is 
worth the telling. 


Thirteen boy a of 19 or 20 years old were play- 
ing kelly pool In W. B. Carlson's parlors on East 
Poyntz street in Manhattan, Kan. 


The thirteen were playing for the smokes. 
The game had progressed to the point where all 
but three of the players had been "killed." 


Then a boy ran in with a copy of an extra edi- 
tion of a newspaper. President McKinley had is- 
sued a call for volunteers. One hundred thou- 
sand men were needed at once by their country. 
Bomebody snatched the paper from the boy and 
read to the others. 


"Let's go—all of us!" some one said. 
"How about the game?" another suggested. 
"We'll flnlsh that when we come back." 
Carlson, who owned the parlors, stepped to 
the front now. 


a quick consulting of watches and a computing 
of the time needed to get the next train out 
of Manhattan for Blue Rapids. 


"We've got to make a run for It," some one 
shouted. 
And out of that Manhattan poolroom 
ran the thirteen, dogs barking after them along 
the quiet streets, and older heaids, who had for- 
gotten their youth and its impetuousness, mar- 
veling at the madness that made a crowd of 
boys run like mad. 


Ahead of them as they ran they saw the rail- 
road station, and far down the line they thought 
they could catch a faint puff of smoke on the 
quiet air that told of the coming of the train 
they wanted. 


They made the station with the train still far 
up the tracks, and there were gathered their 
well wishers, who had time to come to see them 
off. As the train for Blue Rapids pulled In and 
waited with seeming Impatience, the thirteen 
bade good-by to 
mothers 
and 
fathers 
and 
"girls." 


Then: "All aboard!" 
The train for Blue Rapids pulled out with th® 
thirteen bound for war and glory—and death 


At Blue Rapids the thirteen enlisted in Com- 
pany M of the Twenty-second Kansas Volun- 
teers. 


The enlistment was not without its dlfflcul- 
tles. 
The recruiting sergeant found that three 
of the men were too short of stature and two of 
the others had minor 
physical 
defects that 
might bar them from the service. 


But the thirteen were prepared for this. 
On 
the train over to Blue Springs from Manhattan 
they had sworn that all of the thirteen must be 
enlisted together or none of them would go. 
Furthermore, they had agreed that all would 
serve in the same company of the same regi- 
ment. 


So, when the recruiting sergeant looked up 
gravely and said that he was sorry, but that 
Uncle Sam could only use eight of the thirteen 
to fight against the Spaniards in Cuba, George 
Crawford told him of their oath to stick to- 
gether, and suggested that It would be too bad 
to lose thirteen patriotic soldiers. 


The recruiting sergeant had an Irish twinkle 
in hlB eye and the twinkle was working as he 
heard Crawford's words, and as he bent again 
over the papers that contained the measui'e- 
ments of the thirteen 
volunteers. 
When 
he 
looked up he was again serious. 


"On second thought," he said, "I think these 
figures are a little harsh. 
I se« no reason why 
all of you shouldn't enlist." 


So the thirteen were given their uniforms and 
their new rifles. 


There then followed a period of training a t 
Kansas City. The thirteen found themselves 


merged 
with 
hundreds 
of other 
volunteers. 
Some were very awkward and held back the 
progress of the rest. A drill sergeant worked 
patiently %vith all of them. Then one day he 
found that they would do, and the thirteen went 
forward with Company M to Chlckamauga. 


They didn't stay long there. After a week 
around the great camp they were sent to Tam- 
pa. Great companies of volunteers were mobil- 
izing there. The confusion of war was beginning 
to be more apparent than before. Transports 
sailed at regular intei-vals for Cuba, and as each 
ship steamed away men gathered at the piers 
to shout their good wishes and to hope that 
they, too, would soon be on the way to action. 


Finally some one said that he had heard It 
from some one else, who had it on the best au- 
thority, that Company M would sail with the 
next detachment. The grapevine rumor was of- 
ficially verified the next day. And several days 
later they sailed—and looked back to the pier 
where other volunteers were gathered as they 
had gathered, waving their good wishes. 


On the boat with them was Harvey Payson 
Hess, a Manhattan boy. who had been in the 
pool hall when the thirteen'decided to enlist. 
Hess had joined the First Cavalry at Fort Ri- 
ley. Hess had knocked around Fort Riley a good 
part of his life and didn't need much training. 


At present Hess Is a St. Loulsan and Is em- 
ployed as a conductor on the Bellefontalne line. 
He has lived here for the last five years. He 
now resides at 521 Koeln avenue. 


Hess was modest and disinclined to talk much 
about his own adventures and those of the thir- 
teen except to corroborate th® story of their de- 
cision in the pool hall to enlist. Hess had wrung 


permission to enlist from his grandfather, -who 
had fought in the Mexican war, and who finally 
was prevailed upon to allow his grandson to 
fight the Spaniards for McKInley. 


Hess was destined to see a good deal of the 
others in Cuba. 


They all got Into action rather quickly when 
they landed. First there was El Caney. It was a 
rough bit of 
fighting, 
with some close range 
work with carbines. The thirteen passed through 
safely, although two of Hess' friends In tho 
First Cavalry were killed. 


After El Caney and a brief period of rest the 
troops were massed for San Juan Hill. Barbed 
wires and cunningly concealed pitfalls, with 
sharpened stakes pointing upward from the bot- 
tom, and 
unexpected trenches wherein 
were 
hidden rifles and machine guns, and 
sharp- 
shooters tucked away }n the heavy foliage of 
the trees, made advance difficult. 


Those were before the days of scout aero- 
planes or dirigibles. The position of 
enemy 
troops was best discovered by stumbling against 
them and by getting shot at. This happened dis- 
concertingly to the members of Company M of 
the Twenty-second Kansas Volunteers and to 
Hess and his companions of the First Cavalry 
and to the Tenth Cavalry and the Ninth and 
the other regiments engaged at San Juan. 


When It was over the poolplayers were still 
among the living, as was Hess, but two more of 
his Intimates In the First were killed. 


The thirteen saw plenty of fighting In Cuba 
while the fighting lasted, but managed to keep 
alive, as. Indeed, they 
had 
promised 
their 
sweethearts they would do. And then came the 
luckless day for Admiral Cervera when he es- 
sayed to get out of Santiago Harbor and had 
his ships sunk for his pains, and "Fighting Bob" 
Evans gave his famous command to his sailors: 
"Don't cheer, boys; the poor devils are dying!" 


It was easy for Uncle Sam's troops after that 
and for the thirteen. 
And so. as all days will, 
came the day when their duties were over and 
they were mustered out. 
Back they went as 
thoy had come—by way of 
Key 
West 
and 
through Chlckamauga and to Kansas City. 


It was high time that they bethought them- 
selves of Manhattan and the girls they had left 
behind them. 
Home and relatives and friends 
were near. 


Then there was the pool game they had so 
suddenly left oft. Had Carlson forgot his prom- 
ise to keep the balls as they were and not to 
allow any one else to use the table? 
Did the 
people of Manhattan remember the boys who 
had dashed wildly down the street to catch that 
train for Blue Rapids? 


The people of Manhattan did—^and with 
a 
vengeance. 
When th® soldiers got into town 
they found a great crowd at the station. 
There 
were the parents and the friends and the sweet- 
heart«. A brass band was blaring out the popu- 
lar war songs of the day. "Hot Tim® In th® Old 
Town Tonight" and "Dolly Gray." 
Th® mayor 
was on hand with his carefully prepared Im»

promptu speech of welcome. 
Prominent citl» 
zens beamed as they looked on. 


Willing hands seized them as they left th« 
train and hoisted them to broad shoulders. 
Th® 
band took the lead and the men who were car- 
rying the heroes fell In behind. 
After them 
came the prominent citizens and the mayor. 


Straight to the pool hall headed the brsM 
band and the rest of the procession. 
Carlsc« 
hadn't forgot, either. There he was in the door- 
way, beaming a welcome. 
The proceeslon found 
its way into the room and order wa« 
finally 
brought about 
by some 
self-apiiointed tem- 
porary chairman. 
Then tho mayor made his 
impromptu speech. 
He tried to make it a kmc 
one and sufficiently dignified, but the crowd ob- 
jected- 
Finally the crowd prevailed. 


By a miracle the members of the pr 
and the mayor and the band were anleted at tba 
same time, and Carlson had his chance. H® rs- 
called the day, months before, when the thir- 
teen had played pool In the hall and the boy had 
run In with the-newsx>aper that told of 
dent McKlnley's call for vohinteers. 


He related how the thirteen had then and 
there agreed to die for their country. If the need 
be. He told how they had stopped their pool 
game midway so they could catch their train 
and how he (Carlson) had vowed to keep the 
.balls under seal until their return. 


The psychological moment had arrived. CarW 
son walked to the mysteriously sealed table and 
the gathering fell back respectfully. Gravely 
Carlson broke the seals of wax and slowly re- 
moved the canvas cover. There were the bail^ 
dusty from long disuse. 


While the crowd waited Impatiently t ^ I s c M 
dusted off the balls and the table, taking care 
that the balls were not disturbed. Then h® bade 
the soldiers get cues and finish the gam®. 


The men had entered into the spirit of the 
thing and ran to obey Carlson's order. Soma on* 
recollected whose shot It was. He shot. Tha 
crowd came close around the table and watched. 
Gradually and slowly the bails were pocketed. 
Handling a rifle doesn't Improve one's technlqua 
with the cue. 


George Crawford, who later attained to tha 
rank of lieutenant when the election of th« 
Twenty-second was held in Topeka, was th» 
low man. 


So. amid cheers, Crawford went to the el«ar 
stand and bought. The crowd wouldn't hear to 
him buying for them, toos. 


Then they all went to their homes. There they 
met the relatives and sweethearts who had 
waited for them. 


And so this summer Manhattan probably win 
see the anniversary of the historic pool gama 
celebrated. Some of the original players ara 
dead. Ed Van Antwerp was killed in Juareib 
Mexico, mysteriously. 
Judy Williams and Wil- 
bur Samuels re-enllsted in the regular army and 
were killed In the Philippines. 


Three of the men now live in Manhattan-« 
Frank Alien, Elmer Holbert and George Crevis- 
ton. 
Holbert owns a restaurant. Alien runs « 
dairy, and Creviston is a paper hanger. Georg« 
Crawford is somewhere in Colorado. CharlM 
Palmer is In Missouri. Frank Day is in Colo- 
rado. 
Arthur Menrltt is a guard at the Federal 
Penitentiary in Leavenworth. 


The whereabouts of three—Charlea Van PelU 
John Trlester and Frank Morris—are unknown. 


Hess is a conductor on the Bellefontalne Un« 
In St. Louis. 


Thus are the men scattered. But if Manhat- 
tan knows anything about it. the remnants of 
the original crowd will gather there this sam* 
mer to commemorate the pool game that a«al 
them tp the war.

Ahead ot them as they ran they saw tho rail- 


road ;Ulion. and far down the line they thought 
they could catch a faint puft of smoke on the 
quiet air that told of the coming of the train 
they wanted. 


They made the station with tho train still far 


up the tracks, and there were gathered their 
well wishers, who had time to come to see them 
off. A3 tho train for Blue Rapids pulled In and 
waited with seeming Impatience, the thirteen 
bade good-by to mothers and fathers and 
"girls." 


Then: "All aboard!" 
The train for Blue Rapids pulled out with tho 


thirteen bound for war and glory—and death 


for some of them. 


At Blue Rapids the thirteen enlisted in Com- 


pany SI of the Twenty-second Kansas Volun- 
teers. 


The enlistment was not without its difficul- 


ties. The recruiting sergeant found that three 
of the men were too short of stnture and two of 
the others had minor physical defects that 
might bar them from the service. 


But the thirteen were prepared for this. On 


the train over to Blue Springs from Manhattan 
they had sworn that all of the thirteen must bs 
enlisted together or none of them would go. 
Furthermore, they had agreed that all would 
soive in the same company of the same regi- 
ment. 


So, when the recruiting sergeant looked up 


gravely and said that he was sorry, but that 
Uncle Sam could only use eight of the thirteen 
to fight against the Spaniards in Cuba. George 
Crawford told him of their oath to stick to- 
gether, and suggested that it would be too bad 
to lose thirteen patriotic soldiers. 


The recruiting sergeant had an Irish twinklo 


In his eye and the twinklo was working an he 
heard Crawford's words, and as he bent again 
over the papers that contained the measure- 
ments of tho thirteen volunteers. 
When ho 


looked up he was again serious. 


"On second thought," he said, "I think these 


figures are a little harsh. I see no reason why 
all of you shouldn't enlist" 


So the thirteen were given their uniforms and 


their new rifles. 


merged with hundreds of other 
volunteers. 


Some were very awkward and held back the 
progress of the rest. A drill sergeant worked 
patiently with all of them. Then one day lie 
found that they would do, and the thirteen went 
forward with Company M to ChickamJiuga. 


They dicln't stay long there. After a week 


around the great camp they were sent to Tam- 
pa. Great companies of volunteers were mobil- 
izing there. The confusion of war was beginning 
to be more apparent than before. Transports 
sailed at regular intervals for Cuba, and as each 
ship steamed away men gathered at the piers 
to shout their good wishes and to hope that 
they, too, would soon be on the way to action. 


Finally some one said that he had heard It 


from some one eis«, who had It on the best au- 
thority, that Company M would sail with the 
next detachment. The grapevine rumor was of- 
ficially verified the next day. And several days 
later they sailed—and looked back to the pier 
where other volunteers were gathered as they 
had gathered, waving their good wishes. 


On the boat with them was Harvey Payson 


Hess, a Manhattan boy, who had been in the 
pool hall when the thirteen decided to enlist. 
Hess had joined the First Cavalry at Fort Ri- 
ley. Hess had knocked arobnd Fort Rilcy a good 
part of his life and didn't need much training. 


At present Hess is a St. Louisan and Is em- 


ployed as a conductor on tho Bellcfontalne line. 
He has lived here tor the last five years. He 


permission to enli«t from his grandfather, who 
had fought in the Mexican war, and who finally 
•was. prevailed upon to allow his grandson to 


•^fight the Spaniards for. McKlnley. 


Hess was destined to see a good deal of the 


others in Cuba. 


They all got into action rather quickly when 


they landed. First there was El Caney. It was a 
rough bit of fighting, with some close range 
work with carbines. The thirteen passed through 
safely, although two of Hess' friends in tho 
First Cavalry were killed. 


After El Caney and a brief period of rest the 


troops were massed for San Juan Hill. Barbed 
wires and cunningly concealed pitfalls, with 
sharpened stakes pointing upward from the bot- 
tom, and unexpected trenches wherein were 
hidden rifles and machine guns, and sharp- 
shooters tucked away in the heavy foliage of 
the trees, made, advance difficult • 


Those were before the days of scout aero- 


planes or dirigibles. The position of enemy 
troops was best discovered by stumbling against 
them and by getting shot at. This happened dis- 
concertingly to the members of Company M of 
the Twenty-second Kansas Volunteers and to 
Hess and his companions of the First Cavalry 
.and to the Tenth Cavalry and the Ninth and 
the other regiments engaged at San Juan." 


When it was over the poolplayers were still 


among the living, as was Hess, but two more of 
his intimates in the First were killed. 


The thirteen saw plenty of fighting in Cuba 


while the fighting lasted, but managed to keep 
alive, as, indeed, they had promised their 
sweethearts they would do. And then came the 
luckless day for Admiral Cervera when he es- 
sayed to get out of Santiago Harbor and had 
his ships sunk for his pains, and "Fighting Bob" 
Evans gave his famous command to his sailors: 
"Don't cheer, boys; the poor devils are dying!" 


It was easy for Uncle Sam's troops after that 


and for the thirteen. And so, as all days will, 
came the day when their duties were over and 
they were mustered out. Back they went as 
they had come—by way of Key West 
and 


through Chickamauga and to Kansas City. 


It was high time that they bethought them- 


selves of Manhattan and the girls they had left 
behind them. Home and relatives and friends 
were near. 


Then there was the pool game thay had so 


suddenly left off. Had Carlson forgot his prom- 
ise to keep the balls as they were and not to 
allow any one elso to use the table? Did the 
people of Manhattan remember the boys who 
had dashed wildly down tho street to catch that 
train for Blue Rapids? 


The people of Manhattan did—and with a 


vengeance. When the solfliers got into town 
they found a great crowd at the station.
